Vacation Designs 

When you start up Vacation Designer you can choose to create a new Vacation Design or open up one you 
created and saved previously. Each Vacation Design has a name you assign as well as optional text fields 
for a description, when you want to go, and who is going. You can also select which Destination Pack 
applies (e.g. North America, Europe, ...) when you have more than one Destination Pack installed on your 
computer (check the VacationDesigner.com website for add-on pack availability). You can permanently 
delete a Vacation Design using the Delete button which appears while browsing the list of saved designs. 
Finally, remember to check for Free Travel Updates regularly so that your map and travel links are 
complete and current.

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To begin, select Create New Vacation and enter a name, description, when and who. 
Click Edit Saved Vacation to scroll through your list of existing Vacation Designs. 
For both cases, click the Start Vacation Designing button to run the program. 



■U Your Vacation Designs are saved to your hard drive automatically on an interval set in the preferences, so 
there is no save button in the product. You can focus on your vacation planning and not on remembering to save 
your work after every change. The files are stored in your My Documents folder under My Vacations, so make sure to 
back them up regularly as you would your other important computer files.

Collect Ideas - Store comprehensive information for all of your 
Vacation Ideas including contact information, specific details, and 
text and image clippings captured during Step 2. 

Create Itinerary - Select the days for your vacation on a monthly 
calendar and decide how you would like to schedule the ideas 
collected during Step 3 to complete and print the perfect trip plan.

There are three ways to navigate the Vacation Designer Steps. The graphic icon at the top of the left 
toolbar displays the Step you are interacting with (e.g. Find Destinations). Simply click the button and 
then select which Step you wish to view from the drop down menu that appears. You can also select a 
Vacation Designer Step from the Main Menu under Features or use the toolbar at the far right of the main 
menu to quickly move from Step to Step. Each of the toolbars and menus offers an option to show the 
Help screen for that Step. Click the Hide Help button or navigate to one of the Steps after you are done 
reading the help topics. 



f Step 1: Find Destinations P 



Overview 

Find Destinations is the first step of the Vacation Designing process. In this Step, you can navigate and 
pick out vacation destinations that you either definitely want to visit on your next trip or places that you 
want to explore further. You can use the Map Links Tree on the left toolbar to select from a list of all 
map destinations for the current Destination Pack, sorted into folders by category. Alternatively, you can 
use the interactive Destination Map to zoom in from Destination Pack to Region Map to Zoomed In Map 
to visually see and click on places of interest. The goal of this step is to discover and collect Official 
Tourism website links for destinations that you want to consider for this vacation. 

UUJ Please note that map destination links displayed in this Step will always take you to the Official 
Tourism Websites for each destination you select, usually run by the local government. This is the most 
effective way to receive unbiased information on a place of interest, providing professional and detailed 
information along with links to local resources. Don't forget to request printed brochures from the official 
destination websites you visit, as they often include useful maps, coupons, and other offers. 



Map Navigation 

Navigating vacation destinations with each of the maps involves moving from Destination Pack to 
Region Map to Zoomed In Map in order to zero in on places of interest. Start by clicking on the chosen 
areas of each map presented to drill down and reach the Zoomed In Map. Click on any destination icon to 
view details in the Selected Destination box, add it to your list of My Vacation Links, or simply browse 
the Official Tourism Website right away. If a spot on the map has more than one destination present, a 
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popup menu will appear to allow you to select from the list of available links, 
levels of zoom offered in order to let you move in closer when necessary.

The first step is to decide what region of the selected Destination Pack (e.g. North America) to explore. 
Click on an area (e.g. U.S.) or use the full list of destinations on the left to go directly to a location.

Remember that at any time you can switch between the different map views (Destination Pack, Region 
Map, Zoom In, Zoom In More) using the top toolbar buttons or the Find Destinations menu as shown 
above. This way you can quickly navigate each of the maps in your chosen Destination Pack, find 
destinations, and browse places of interest. 



If you want to scroll North, South, East or West 
while interacting with the Zoomed In map, click 
and hold the left mouse button on an open area 
of the map and drag in any direction (Windows 
2000/XP only). When you release the mouse 
button the map will redraw the new location. 

You can also move your mouse to the border at 
each of the outer edges. The mouse cursor will 
turn into a scroll arrow showing the direction of 
movement. Click the left mouse button a few 
times to move in that direction, and continue 
clicking until you see what you are looking for. 

If you need to move to a completely different 
part of the map, then it is easiest to go back to 
the Region Map and select a new area to Zoom 
In.

Filtering Destinations 

The View Destinations By Category button appears on the top toolbar of the zoomed map to let you 

select one or more categories to view only desired types of destinations. This makes it easier to locate 
specific places of interest on the Zoomed In Map. 



Click to select and highlight those categories by name that you wish 
to focus on. Each category can be turned on or off individually so 
that you can select multiple types of destinations to view at the same 
time. All other destinations will be hidden from the map view and 
cannot be selected. Choose the View All button to turn off the 
filtering of map destinations and unselect any options you may have 
chosen. Please note that any destinations that are hidden on the

under the expected category, then consider which other categories 
may encompass it. For example, some cities may be covered under 
nearby cities, counties or geographic Tourist Regions, and many 
places considered national parks are categorized as Historic Sites & 
Monuments. It is typically based upon how each local government 
tourism office markets their destinations for the leisure travel market.

Browsing Links 

While finding destinations on the map is exciting in itself, browsing Official Tourism Websites is where the 
real research begins. Whether you have selected a destination from the Map Links Tree or Zoomed In 
Map, you can easily browse the website right away in Explore the Web (Step 2), or add it to the list of My 
Vacation Links and browse its website now or later.

You have the option to bookmark 
the website link by clicking on the Add Link button, or browse 
the website immediately in Step 2 by clicking on the Browse 
button.

The Map Links Tree toolbar presents a complete list of 
mapped Official Tourism Websites websites, grouped by 
country and organized in destination categories. Just 
click the plus sign or double click to expand a folder and 
see the list of subfolders and destination entries. Click 
on the name of any destination to select it. The 
destination will automatically appear centered and 
highlighted on the Zoomed In map, and details will 
appear in the Selected Destination box at the top. 

Sometimes a location appears multiple times on the 
map, as in the case of a national trail that spans multiple 
geographic spots or an Official Tourism Website that 
applies to multiple cities or states. Three red dots will 
appear after the destination name in the links tree to 
indicate this (••*). For these destinations only, each 
time you click on its name the next map point will scroll 
into view so that you can cycle through each mapped 
location. 

If you just want to browse the website for a specific 
destination, the fastest way is to locate it in the map 
links tree, right click on it, and select Browse 
Destination Website. It will open up in a Browser 
Window in Step 2 for you to explore and learn more. 
You can go back to the Find Destinations Step at any 
time to locate additional places of interest to bookmark 
and browse.

Once you've chosen to bookmark an Official 
Tourism Website link, you are given the option to 
browse the website right away, or return to the 
map to pick out other places of interest.

The 
confirmation dialog as shown will appear to 
confirm the action. Select Find More 
Destinations to return to the map or Explore 
this Website to move onto Step 2 to start 
browsing the website. 



JlU It may be more efficient to first bookmark all the destinations whose website you wish to explore before going 
online. Once you have selected all your chosen places of interest on the map, move onto Step 2 to explore each of 
the Official Tourism Websites for more details.

f Step 2: Explore the Web O 



Overview 

Explore the Web is the second step in the Vacation Designing process. In this Step, you can browse travel 
related websites in order to conduct research for your vacation. You will find a list of all your bookmarked 
destinations collected during Step 1 under My Vacation Links, as well as a list of travel links hand chosen 
and categorized for this Destination Pack under All Travel Links. The Browser Tools allow you to open up 
and view multiple websites at once and manage any popups. The Capture Tools allow you to 
collect both helpful text and pictures from the websites you visit in order to create Clippings. The goal of 
this step is to figure out which destinations you wish to visit on your vacation, shop around for deals and 
information, plan the trip, and collect ideas for things you would like to do once you get there. 



Travel Links 



The list of websites on the Travel Links Tree is fully categorized and represents a comprehensive list of 
links needed to both research and plan the perfect trip. There are actually two Travel Links Trees, one 
called My Vacation Links at the top and one called All Travel Links on the bottom. The former is there 
to keep a list of the Official Tourism Websites you bookmarked in Step 1 along with a list of all your 
favorite travel links that you plan to consult for this vacation. The links you added from Step 1 appear by 
default under the Map Destinations folder and any websites you add during this step appear under the 
Destinations folder. You can browse any website from either links tree by double clicking on its name. 
The website will appear in the current Browser Window. By right clicking on the name, you can also 
open up the link in a new Browser Window in case you want to explore several websites at once. The 
toolbar at the top of My Vacation Links offers options to add, edit, or delete your links and folders. To 
move links and folders around the My Vacation Links tree, simply drag and drop into place.

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Browser Tools 

Navigating the Web is made even more powerful with a full set of Browser Tools. Vacation Designer allows 
you to view multiple websites at the same time and navigate between open web pages using the Browser 
Tab Toolbar located below the browser window. Each open Browser Window will appear as a tab labeled 
with the web page name, with the active tab colored blue. You can drag and drop the tabs to rearrange 
the order in which they appear. The standard web browsing controls are always available including Back, 
Forward, Stop, Refresh, Search, Add to Favorites, and Print. In addition, there are new features to capture 
ideas as well as manage your Browser Windows and Popup Windows.

The Browsers drop down menu, available on the top toolbar as 
well as by right clicking on the Browser Tabs Toolbar at the 

bottom, offers tools to manage the multiple web pages you can 
have open at the same time. You can add a new blank browser 
window which will appear rightmost on the Browser Tab Toolbar. 
You can duplicate the current web page by opening it in a new 
browser window, so that you can branch off and navigate the same 
site in different tabs. Clicking the Close Browser Tab button closes 
the currently display browser window. Clicking Close All closes all 
the open browser windows at once. You can also close an 
individual browser window by using the close button at the far 
right of the top toolbar. 
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WMiSM Remember to close any browser windows that you are no longer using, in order to save memory. 
This can greatly speed up the application, and is especially helpful if you are running Windows 98 or 
ME. 



Capturing Ideas 



Every time you find a useful piece of information online, whether it is an article, picture, or screenshot that 
you want to keep, Vacation Designer provides the ability to capture those clippings and store them in 
Vacation Ideas. Simply choose from the Capture Idea menu when you want to capture a Text Block, 
Picture Object, or Rectangle Area of the browser window.

General Information 



Choose to create a new blank Vacation Idea, or capture a Text Block, Picture Object, or Rectangle Area from the screen. 



To capture text, first select Text Block from the Capture Idea menu and then use your mouse to highlight 
the text you wish to capture. Click your mouse at the beginning of the text block and drag it while holding 
down the left mouse button until you reach the end of the text block. Try to select only text paragraphs 
because other types of web page objects such as pictures and navigation bars cannot be captured properly 
with this tool. When you let go of the mouse, the Paste Clipping dialog will appear. 



iscovered and claimed for Spain in 1499, Aruba was acquired by the Dutch in 
1636.

To capture pictures, first select Picture Object from the Capture Menu and then move your mouse over 
the image you are interested in. Each picture that can be captured will be highlighted with a red rectangle 
as you move your mouse over it. Simply click the picture you wish to capture. When you let go of the 
mouse, the Paste Clipping dialog will appear. 
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The mouse is hovering over a picture object on a web page. Note the picture capture cursor. 



To capture a screenshot, first select Rectangle Area from the Capture Idea menu and then draw a box 
around the area of the web page you wish to take a snapshot of. Move your mouse to the top left corner 
of the rectangular area, click the left mouse button and hold and drag until you have drawn a dotted line 
box around the area of interest. Release the left mouse button when you are done selecting the 
rectangular area. When you let go of the mouse, the Paste Clipping dialog will appear. Capturing 
rectangle areas is an excellent way to select only those areas of text and images that are important to you, 
saving paper compared to printing out the entire page.

A rectangle area is drawn over a selected part of the web page. Note the rectangle capture cursor. 
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UUl If you change your mind while capturing clippings, you can hit the Escape key on your keyboard to 
cancel the operation. You can also select the Cancel Capture button from the Capture Idea menu. 



Once you have captured a Text Block, Picture Object, or Rectangle Area, the Paste Clipping Dialog will 
appear. Here you can decide whether to store the clipping in a new Vacation Idea of a specific type, or in a 
Vacation Idea that already exists. If you choose to create a new Vacation Idea, you will be prompted to 
enter a descriptive name right away. You also have the option of naming the clipping itself by filling in the 
caption field. 



If you captured a Text Block, you are free to modify the text that appears in the dialog in order to add or 
remove information as appropriate. The Plain Text/Rich Text button allows you to switch between the 
two types of text styles. In most cases Plain Text will serve you best since it automatically strips out any 
computer generated characters that are stored on the web page. Choosing Rich Text works best when the 
text you clipped is formatted with fonts and styles and does not contain any links, pictures or unusual 
formatting. Finally, you can edit the Vacation Idea immediately by checking the Add Details Now 
checkbox. Hit the OK button to complete the capture and paste task. If you chose to edit the Vacation 
Idea now, you will be taken directly to Step 3, Collect Ideas, so that you can enter important details.

A text clipping is pasted into a new Vacation Idea that you can name and identify with a caption. 
Each new idea category is listed first, followed by popup menus for appending to existing ideas. 
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To take notes about the current web page without capturing text or pictures, select New Blank Idea from 
the Capture Idea menu and click on the type of Vacation Idea you wish to create. You will be prompted to 
supply a name for the Vacation Idea and add any notes right away. If you want to enter additional 
information, manually change to Collect Ideas (Step 3) and fill in any relevant fields. This is the quickest 
way to jot down notes regarding an idea that you have for your vacation plan, without having to capture 
text or pictures from the Web page. As always, you can paste applicable clippings that you capture in the 
future to this existing Vacation Idea by using the directions above. 



Popup Windows 

While many people think of Popup Windows in a negative light, they are actually quite useful and 
necessary for many websites that will be encountered. The Popup Windows menu on the top toolbar will 
always display a list of any popup windows that were opened by the web page currently on the screen. In 
some cases, clicking a button on a web page will bring up a popup window to present 
requested information or to ask you for input, such as when choosing travel dates from a calendar. In 
other cases, popup windows are advertisements which may appear on top of the web page you are 
viewing, or may be hidden behind the current Browser Window. In either case, you can choose to Keep, 
Hide, or Delete the Popup Window. Choose Keep to turn the Popup Window into a full fledged Browser 
Window with its own place on the Browser Tabs Toolbar. Hide will remove the popup window from the 
screen, but it will still be available to view from the Popup Windows toolbar menu. Finally, the Delete 
button permanently closes the popup window and removes it from the Popup Windows toolbar menu. In 
addition, you can Close All Popup Windows for the current Browser Window or view the Popup 
Blocking Options available to you. 

The Popup Windows drop down menu appears on the Top Toolbar and 
lists any popup web browsers opened by the current Web Browser Tab. 
Select a popup window to view it on screen, or choose to close all popup 
windows if they are unimportant. The Blocking Options are explained in 
the Preferences section of Help, and allow you to specify when to show 
or hide popups while browsing. Based on your preferences, the toolbar 
may flash and a sound will play when a new popup window is triggered. 
The total number of popup windows is listed on the toolbar and the list 
of popups only applies to the currently active browser tab. 

IIUI Remember to close any popup windows that you are no longer using, in order to save memory. 
This can greatly speed up the application, and is especially helpful if you are running Windows 98 or ME.

Overview 




Collect Ideas is the third step in the Vacation Designing process. In this Step, you can manage the list of 
Vacation Ideas that will make up your Vacation Itinerary. Most of the Vacation Ideas you collect will be 
captured from various web pages during the Explore the Web step as clippings. You can also create new 
Vacation Ideas at any time and fill in and store a comprehensive set of details in the following categories: 


Transportation 


For airline flights, trains, buses, car rentals, taxis, ferries, driving trip segments, 
airport shuttles, parking, and other forms of transportation. 


Lodging 


For hotels, motels, B&B's, camping, cruise ship cabins, lodges, RV parks, home 
rentals, hostels, and any other form of lodging. 


Dining 


For breakfast, lunch, dinner, or snacks at restaurants, bars, cafes, diners, fast 
food, etc... and for any type of cuisine. 


Arts & 
Entertainment 


For arts such as museums, galleries, guided tours, historic sites, theater, etc... 
and entertainment such as movies, music, comedy, dancing, amusement parks, 
zoos, festivals, etc... 


Shopping 


For shopping destinations such as malls, outlets, downtown, markets, including 
stores of any type such as clothing, gifts, housewares, food, art, jewelry, toys, 
and antiques. 


Sports & 
Recreation 


For any type of sport or recreational activity including beach, pool and spa, hiking 
and biking, horseback riding, golf, tennis, camping, skiing, surfing, fitness, and 
any other winter or summer sport, indoor or outdoor. 


General 
Information 


For miscellaneous ideas such as reminders, family get togethers, information on 
local culture, health and safety, important names and numbers, and other notes 
for your trip. 



Working with Ideas 

It's very easy to manage your list of Vacation Ideas, creating new ideas as well as adding information to 
existing ideas as your vacation plan progresses. The Vacation Idea Details section appears first, and 
provides a different combination of text fields for each of the Vacation Idea categories. For many of the 
fields, you can either choose an appropriate entry from the drop down list or type in any value you wish. 
The second section is for storing Contact Information for each Vacation Idea, providing the same set of 
text fields for all Vacation Idea categories. All the fields are kept flexible, so that you have full control 
when entering details and contact information in a way that works for you. If you decide a field is not 
applicable or needed for any of your Vacation Ideas, then it is best to leave it blank. The left and top 
toolbars offer buttons to create a new idea, change the name of or delete the selected idea, browse the 
website URL, and create a printout..

Click on the 
blue title bar of any section (up and down arrows on the clipping section title bar) to close it and conserve 
space. The toolbar associated with each clipping allows you to change the caption, browse the website you 
captured it from, print it, and delete the clipping entirely. For text clippings, you can modify the content 
directly to add or remove information as you wish. You cannot edit Picture or Rectangle clippings after 
they have been captured. In addition, you can add a new text clipping to the current idea by selecting 
Create New Text Clipping from the main menu under Collect Ideas.

f Step 4: Create Itinerary % 



Overview 

Create Itinerary is the fourth and final step in the Vacation Designing process. In this Step, you can select 
from all of your Vacation Ideas that were created previously or captured from the Web to plan out your trip 
day by day. The first task is to select the days for your trip from the Vacation Calendar and add them to 
your Vacation Itinerary. Next, you can assign Vacation Ideas to specific days and schedule time, 
duration, or distance to each of them. Finally, after your Vacation Itinerary is complete and perfected, you 
can choose from a number of ways to print it and take it with you. Of course, don't forget to book and 
confirm all the aspects of your trip before embarking. 



Vacation Calendar 
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Before you can start editing your Vacation Itinerary, you will need to decide which days to go on 
vacation. The Vacation Calendar will always appear if you haven't chosen any vacation days yet, so start 
thinking about when your trip will take place and how long it will last. You can quickly jump to a month in 
the future by using the mini month calendar strip on the right. 

The large month view calendar is where you can click on one or more days to add them to your Itinerary. 
Click the date to highlight it in red, or click and drag across to select multiple days in a row. Once one or 
more days are selected, click the Add Selected Days button on the top toolbar to make them official 
vacation days, or double click or right click on an individual day. Those days will now appear in blue on 
your calendar and labeled as "Vacation." If you change you mind, you can select any unneeded vacation 
days and click the Delete Selected Days button to remove them, or right click and select Delete 
Day. Any Vacation Ideas that have been scheduled on the deleted days will be removed, but you will not 
lose the ideas themselves which will still appear on the left toolbar. 

If you have chosen a few days and want to quickly locate them on the calendar, click the Show Next 
Vacation Day button to move to each one in order. Finally, click either of the Show Vacation Itinerary 

buttons to move from the Vacation Calendar view to the Vacation Itinerary view. This button won't 
become active until you add at least one vacation day to your itinerary. Remember you can always come 
back to the calendar at any time to add or remove vacation days as needed.

By default, each itinerary day is broken up into three time periods, Morning, Afternoon, and Evening. If 

you prefer, you can rename the time periods by right clicking on the name, or change the name and 
number of time periods each day defaults to in the Preferences dialog. Please note that once you have 
added days to the itinerary, you can change the name but not the number of time periods offered on those 
days. 

If you have a lot of Vacation Ideas in your itinerary, then you might want to collapse them in order to be 
able to see more ideas at once. Click the arrow to the right of the idea title to shrink it down to size when 
you no longer need to see the schedule and summary information, and click again to show it. You can also 
choose to Expand All Items or Collapse All Items from the main menu under Create Itinerary.

Printing and Email 



The final stage of creating your Vacation Design is to book your vacation, print out your Vacation Itinerary, 
and depart on your trip. If you haven't already booked the various aspects of your trip like Transportation 
and Lodging, then either go back to the reservation websites you have selected, call the travel companies 
directly, or get in touch with your travel agent. Make sure to store any confirmation numbers or 
reservation details in your scheduled Vacation Ideas where applicable before printing. 



Click the Print Wizard button to preview your printed Itinerary. You can select from various summary 
options, day layouts, styles, fonts, and font sizes from the toolbar at the top, but make sure to click the 
Refresh button to redraw and see the changes take effect. Check your printer options and chose either 
Portrait or Landscape paper orientation by clicking the Page Setup button. It is always a good idea to Print 
Preview your Itinerary before sending it to the printer to make sure the output will appear as you 
expect. Sometimes web pages don't look exactly the same onscreen as when printed, especially when it 
comes to table column width, margins and page breaks. When you are satisfied with your selected options, 
click the Print button.

Tips and Hints 

There are many ways to make your vacation designing experience more productive and enjoyable. Here 
are some tips to help you plan the perfect trip for you and your family: 



• Give your Vacation Design a fully descriptive name, so that you can recognize it more easily when starting 
up the program and selecting which previously saved design to open and edit. 

• Always remember there is no need to save your Vacation Design, just like there is no need to hit the save 
button while browsing the Web using Internet Explorer or AOL for example. 

• Read through and set any options in the Preferences dialog before starting on a vacation design to make 
sure the program works best for you. 

• To be safe, remember to back up your Vacation Designs regularly. If you are already backing up the 
contents of your "My Documents" folder then you're covered. Otherwise add the "My Vacations" folder 
under your "My Documents" to the list of folders to be backed up. 

• You can expand the width of any of the left toolbars to make it easier to read the full name of each of the 
contained items. Move your mouse over the right border area of the toolbar and when the cursor 
changes, click and drag left and right to resize it. 

• On the Main Menu under Tools is a Popup Calculator and Popup Calendar, which you can drag off the 
menu and keep visible on top of the application. Use them to check dates or compute travel budget costs 
quickly. 

• Submit your product suggestions and feedback to Meliovation using the link on the Main Menu under 
Contact Us, or Tell a Friend about Vacation Designer and start them on the road to vacation designing. 

• You can plan a trip to any place in the world using Vacation Designer, regardless of the specific 
Destination Packs you own. However to really take advantage of worldwide travel possibilities, regularly 
visit VacationDesiqner.com to find out which other Destination Packs are available. 



General: 
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P Find Destinations: 

• Remember that there are two levels of zoom available to you while viewing places of interest on the map, 
Zoom In and Zoom In More, both found on the Find Destinations toolbar. 

• It may be more productive to add all of the places of interest you find on the map to your "My Vacation 
Links", before moving onto Step 2 and exploring those websites to determine exactly which places you 
would like to visit. 

• If the map looks too crowded, you can turn off categories of destinations using the "View Destinations by 
Category" drop down list. You can also use the tree of map links to view a list of, or quickly jump to, 
those destinations that interest you most. 

• Get a head start and order printed travel guides from the Official Tourism websites you find. You'll receive 
colorful brochures, maps, and valuable offers to help plan your trip and serve as a resource to take with 
you on vacation. 

• Many international websites default to the local language, but usually offer an English translation when 
you click on the picture of the United States or British flag or the word "English" or "EN." 

• If you have a favorite destination that isn't already included on the map of the appropriate Destination 
Pack, contact us and let us know. We are constantly searching out and adding new destinations to 
improve Vacation Designer software. 

• If you don't see an Official Tourism Website entry or icon for a popular destination, consider that it may 
be included in a larger geographic region or grouping of similar places. In addition, websites that offer no 
English language version are not included in the product as some foreign tourism offices have not 
translated their website content as of today. 

(J Explore the Web: 

• Right click on the name of a travel website in the links tree to open it in a new Browser Window (Tab). 
That way you can keep the current web page open while exploring a new site. You can have up to 12 
different web pages open at the same time, all accessible on the Browser Tabs Toolbar. You can also 
right click on a hyperlink within the current web page and select "Open Link in New Browser Window". 

• If you need to capture a combination of text and pictures, use the Capture Rectangle tool and draw a box 
around the area of the web page you wish to save. You won't be able to change the text you captured 
this way, but it may provide a more accurate view and cleaner printout later. 

• Keep an eye on the Popup Windows menu on the toolbar to see a count of how many windows are hidden 
from view. Some of the popup windows may be of interest (like special offers) and others will just be 
advertisements. Use the "Close AN" feature to wipe them out quickly and free up computer memory. 

• If you don't like the order in which the Browser Window Tabs appear, click and drag any of the tabs left or 
right to drop it to a new position. 

• When capturing new ideas from a web page, make sure to choose the correct category and give each 
Vacation Idea a descriptive name so that you will recognize them instantly when you need to locate a 
specific one in Step 3 or Step 4.

V 1 Collect Ideas: 

• Enter only as much as or little information for each Vacation Ideas as you require. Remember that those 
details will appear in the Vacation Itinerary so don't be too wordy if you want your printed itinerary to be 
compact. 

• If you don't chose to enter information in a particular data field for a Vacation Idea, leave it completely 
blank so that it doesn't show up in the itinerary. 

• Many of the note taking fields offer a selection of common entries that you can quickly pick from a drop 
down list. Instead of selecting from the drop down list, you can also type any value you wish directly into 
the text box. 

• You can use the General Information category of Vacation Ideas to add notes containing useful 
information or reminders that you wish to add to your itinerary. 

• If you've captured text from a Web page previously, you can edit it directly in the clipping text box to add 
important facts or to remove information that is no longer useful. 

• Only the Vacation Idea details and contact information show up in your itinerary, not any text and image 
clippings that you captured. Therefore, make sure to individually print out any clippings that might be 
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useful during your trip. 
^ Create Itinerary: 

• Double click on the header of any of the Vacation Ideas in your itinerary to go back to Step 3 and add 
more details. When you change back to Step 4, the summary text will have been updated automatically. 

• Use the "Add Note" button on the toolbar if you want to quickly add any miscellaneous information like a 
note, contact information, or reminder. The new Vacation Idea will appear in the General Information 
category for quick drag and drop to your itinerary. 

• Add a few extra days to your itinerary from the Vacation Calendar so you can try out various options for 
your trip. Use the extra days to plan out an alternate itinerary for any day, and drag and drop your final 
choices to the real day when you are ready. 

• Utilize the "Collapse All" and "Expand All" button in the Create Itinerary menu on the Main Menu to show 
or hide idea summary information quickly. 

• You can adjust the width of each of the itinerary day columns by using the black border line that appears 
to the right of each day. Just move your mouse over the edge and when the cursor changes, click and 
drag left and right to resize the column to fit. 

• Right click on the itinerary day categories (Morning, Afternoon, Evening) to rename them to your liking.
